Tee. Leute Retail Stores Selliny Horse 
Flesh Report: 300 Per Cent. 
Increase 


An indication of the growing trade 
in horse meat is furnished by the St. 
Louis market, where horse killing es- 
tablishments have been in operation 
for the past two years. “Two retail 
shops located in sections of the city 


inhabited by foreign-born people 
handle this meat exclusively, as their 
customers were accustomed Yo horse 


meatvin their native countries and 
they want it here. The business of 
one of these shops has increased 300 
per cent. in the last yeat. Many col- 
ored people of St. Louis use horse 
meat; some saloons use it for their 
lunches;-and peddlers’ wagons dis- 
tribute hor8e meat to foreign board- 
ing houses, restaurants an hotels. 
Owing to the high cost of beef, the 
carnivorous animals of the St. Louis 
Zoo are now fed tipon horse meat. 
The meat is also shipped for human 
consumption to Chigago, Kansas City 
and Memphis. Complete killing rec- 
ords have not been kept but in one 
week, for instance, the two slaught- 
ering plants in St. Louis killed nincty 
horses for meat: ‘ 

In this country a strong incentive 
to the use of horse meat is found in 
the price. It is cheap, ‘Comparative 
figures show that when beef porter- 
ouse steak is 40 cents a pound horse 
porterhouse is 15 cents; when beef 
sirloin is 35 cents horse sirloin sells 
at 15 cents; when rib roast beef is 
30 cents horse rib roast is 12% cents. 
Such values are bound to encourage 
more and more the consumption of 
horses for human food. The St. Louis 
horse meat -dealers relate that inquir- 
ies about this meat are increasing all 
the time and new customers are con- 
stantly secured, 

In France the people are now eat- 
ing 2,000 donkeys and 300 horses a 
day. About 70,000 horses were caten 
last year, Many of the _ horses 
slaughtered are wounded and other- 
wise c ‘ppled animals -from the arm- 
ics. There are many of these and a 
plentiful supply of horse —_ is 
utintained so that the meat shértage 
in France has been greatly relicved. 
—Regina Leader. 


The Right Kind of Reprisals 


Cruelty Toward--Women and Child- 
; ren Unthinkable 

Lord Cecil is quite right in con- 
demning the policy of reprisal, if it 
ibe understood to contemplate mere 
destruction, and he is fully justified 
in objecting to the making of: threats 
we do not. mean to carry out, But 
proper reprisals do not involve insen- 
sate destruction. No one has ever 
dreamt of indiscriminate slaughter of 
Germans, still less of cruelty or bar- 
barity toward their women and 
children such as they inflicted upon 
us, That has always been unthink- 
able. 

But true reprisal may invol¥e the 
confiscation of alpdaer. 
many’s wealth, her-cities and her 
labor, as well as her capital, and the 
full administration and use thereof 
until the bill for destructive brutali- 
ties has been paid, even if it takes a 
hundred years, or longer. That need 
be no idle threat, That is the es- 
sence of the French government’s 
declaration that the “German people 
will be held responsible, morally, pe- 
nally and pecuniarily” for the damage 
they have done. 

Nor is there any difficulty in full 
personal punishment, either on the 
gallows or by a firing squad, of any, 
and all individual commanders who 


atrocities. That is no more than the 
administration of simple justice, They 
are not within the rules of war, -nor 
entitled to the treatment of purely 
military prisoners, ‘They are merely 
criminals. If the men who ordered 
the nameless horrors. of Dinant, of 
Licge apd numerous other similar 
crimes @€an be caught they may and 
shall be punished. ,The French d 
Belgian people will insist on that, 

The sooner the Germans under- 
stand that the allics are not making 
meaningless th.-ats in their  state- 
ments as to reprisais the more can be 
saved from the retreat. There should 
be no’uncertain note in any message 
of warning to the boches. There is 
none in Clemenceau’s warning: “Ger- 
many is acquiring a crushing debt 
which i§ to be avenged.”—-From the 
New York Pvening Sun. 


Jews and Mchammedans Foregather

took place in Jerusalem recently: 
Dr. Weizmann, head of the British 


Zionist commission, had been fortu- 
nate enough to obtain, in Cairo, the 
histeric copy of the Koran belonging 
to the town of Adrianople. It oc- 
curred fo him that its _ possession 
would be valued by the Mohamme- 
dans. of Jerusalem, and so Jews and 
Mohamemdans gathered togethér™° to 
attend the presentation made by Dr. 
Weizinann to the Grand Mufti of 
Jerusalem. This mark of courtesy 
mand good feeling was very much ap- 
preciated by the recipjents. It pres- 
sages well for the future.

- When = Get to Burlin 


Will Not Be the First Time In 
History * 


When the allies do get to Berlin— 
if the Germans, wiser in their gener- 
ation than hithertd do not _ accept 
their terfhs beforehand—this will not 
be the first time in history that Brit- 
ish soldiers have inspired terror into 
the minds of the inhabitants of that 
capital. For it is recorded that in 
1620, or thereabouts, a little Anglo» 
Scottish host of some 5,000 men— 
sent by James I., under ‘Sir Andrew 
Grey, to the assistance of the king’s 
son-in-law, the “Winter King” of Bo- 
hemia—encamped for some time on 
its march thither on the Temple of 
Common outside the city (where the 
kaiser reviews are now held); though 
contrary to popular expectation, — be- 
ing more mildly mannered than the 
Germans they made no attempt to 
sack the city, but resumed their 
march after due refreshment and re- 
fitting. On the other hafid, if and 
when the allics enter Berlin, they 
will have to pass the statue of that 
“ever-valiant and approved Scott,” 
Marshal Keith, which adorns one of 
the principal squares; and at sight of 
his native “Gordons” at the head, 
perhaps, of the British contingent 
marching past him to the tune of “I 
wish I were whete Gadie rins,” the 
old field marshal—who’ fell in saving 
fré6m annihilation the Prussian army 
of Frederick, at Hochkirch—-will “be 
tempted to return their salute by a 
motion of his head like the statue of 
the murdered governor in "Don 
Juan.”

‘The 
mountain valleys of not only Arizo- 
na, but of New Mexico and Northern 
Mexico are overtlowing with droves 
of burros. They infest the mining 
camps and ranches and are a nuis- 
ance, Hundreds of them are killed 
or their hides and grease. 

It has-been suggested by Dr. C. 
C, Young, a noted Kussian traveller 
and Karakul sheep breeder, who has 
lived in the southwest for - several 
years, that the wild burros be utiliz- 
ed as a source of meat supply for the 
people of this part of the country.” 

Dr. Young says that he has eaten 
the flesh of camels and _ various 
breeds of sheep. and that they do 
not compare with burro meat. 

“As far as the meat of the young 
burro is concerned, | can-only state 
that I haye eaten it for months and 
like it,” he said, 

“A fat burro about one yéar old 
furnishes a steak that will satisfy 
the taste of the most fastidious epi- 
cure."——-New York World. 


Canaries and Mice Chief Trench Pets 

The yellow canary bird and the 
white mouse have made an alliance 
for the purpose ‘of poison gas de- 
fense. 

The bird and the mouse are much 
more sensitive to gas than human 
beings. A canary will drop off its 
perch and the mouse will show symp- 
toms of distresss long before the sol- 
dicr notices that there is poison gas 
in the neighborhood. 

Warning thus conveyed is of im- 
portant usefulness, and 4o the mouse 
agd the canary are arfong the most 
esteemed of trench pets. The white 
mouse is more serviceable than. the 
wild mouse, because (being tame) it 
is easily managed and does not show 
signs of discomfort when there is no 
gas about.
